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COLLEGE STUDENTS DO READ

College students manage to read much more than many persons imagine. And 
they read all kinds of materials, tooe In addition to their course assisnments, 
there is a widespread digging into recent literature and the classics, broad 
reading of current magazines and newspapers, and clear indications of contacts 
with the printed nage through encyclopedia owmmership, book club memberships, 

and reading of pocket books and book digests. 


Such generalizations and the more specific details to follow emerged from 
a study into the free reading choices of college students which was included in 
a dissertation undertaken for an advanced derree at Northwestern University, 
The questions were asked in nine different types of colleges and universities, 
extending from a large state university in the middle west to a small, exclu- 
sive junior college in the west. Also included were an art school, teachers 
college, and religious college. A cross section of more than 1200 freshmen and 
seniors carefully filled out the questionnaire, 


The college libraries which want to encourage and guide extra-curricular 
reading, as well as the required reading frequently stressed by the faculty, 
can profit from a knowledge of the interests, choices, and backrrounds of the 
Students. Unless they know what the students do read and prefer reading, their 
efforts to encourage an increased quantity and quality of reading may be with- 
out direction and purpose. 


The works of fiction most popular among collese students during a tivo 
ye greed period preceding the administration of the questionnaire included Foxes 
Yarrow, The Robe, Captain from Castile, Gone ‘ith the Wind, ani Fountainhead. 
Tes read books vopularized by recent motion picture productions such as Knock 
on Any Door, Hamlet, and Madame Bovary, and their delving into the classics was 
demonstrated by Crime and Punishment, The Count of Monte Cristo, and others. 


What do they seek in these books? What factors attract them? Adventure is 
prominent on their lists, and so is humor; also favored are fantasy, strong char=- 
acterization, and social awareness. All those features appear in some of the 

not-so-recent favorites which college students continue to reads; examples are 


Grapes of JJrath, Lost Horizon, For ‘hom the Bell Tolls, and Good Earth. 


iiovels were most highly preferred for non=-required reading, with current 
events, short stories, and humor coming behind. When undergraduates get an 
opportunity to relax with a book, there is a tendency for many to clioose some= 
thing away from the stream of everyday life, although not necessarily the light- 
er type of humor and detective fiction. Preferences were noted in many in- 
stances for heavier reading rather than for the light and frivolous. 


NOT MUCH TIME FOr READING. 


The average time spent in all kinds of extra-curricular reading is less 
than an hour a day, a point which should be of concern to many college teachers, 
Some of the latter blame the students and their families for the limited time 
spent on reading, but just as much blame is sometimes placed on the teachers 
themselves because of heavy assignments which many feel cut into the hours 
which might have been used for outside reading. ‘Wherever the responsibility 
lies, the fact remains that most college students spent between two and eight 
hours on non-required reading weekly. Seniors devote a little more time to it 
than freshmen. 


The time factor itself is not necessarily discouraging, in view of the 
broad type of reading done within the few hours each week. Thousands of books, 
magazines, and newpapers listed by the students were testimony to their broad 

contact with printed materials. 


STUDENTS WANT MORE TIME. 


Do college students want to read more than they now do? The overwhelming 
answer was, "Yes". From 86 per cent to 9) per cent of the students questioned 
said they would like to read morc. That desire was even stronger for seniors 
than it was for freshmen, and for women students even more than for men. 


The students put the blame for not reading directly on demanding school 
assignments, although outside work was also given a common cause for limited 
reading. Because so many college students partially or wholly support them- 
selves while attending school, such work conceivably restricts their reading 
time. Other reasons less frequently mentioned as cutting into extra-curricular 
reading time are dates, reading too slowly (not often mentioned despite the poor 
showine of some college students on entrance reading examinations), and no quiet 
place to read. 


College students do read, but not so much as many wish. They frequently 
choose excellent materials, but perhaps not so many as some would like to sce 

them choosing. They show a great variety in choices durinz the little time de- 
voted to outside reading, but the choices may not always constitute a well-bal- 
anced dicte 


MAGAZINE READING BECOMES VOLUNTARY, 


Two of the questions in the questionnaire were specifically aimed at mag- 
azine readings. The first asked students for their choice if they could obtain 
only one magazine; the second requested the names of magazines formerly required, 
now read voluntarily. 


If only one magazine could be obtained, most students would choose life. 
The combination of life, Reader's Digest, and Time would satisfy the great ma- 
jority of our college students, although the prescnce of Saturday Evening Post 
and National Gecorranhic would please them even more. The professional magazines 
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barely appear on this list, and some of the other more scholarly publications 
. are also absent. It is clear that college students reflect to a large extent 
their culture and the reading of their families, as well as the availability 
and distribution channels of various publications. They read the magazines 
which are popular with the rest of thepopulation. They also read what's handy. 


The influence of their education is felt in their answers revardine maga- 
zines which were required reading and are now read on a voluntary basis. Harpers 
Nasazine and Atlantic appear on the list, althouch far outeshadowed oy Reader's 
Di;est and Time. Exposure to the publications and the influence of certain 
teachers apparently make some impression, and the implication may be that teach- 
ers should take very seriously the future possibilities of such references or 
requirements. Of course, a thought to consider micht be the question some par- 
ents and students ask, "How can teachers recommend or urge good reading when 


they don't recornize it themselves?" 


NEWSPAPER READING IMPORTANT, 


In newspaper reading, the location of the college, the tyne of newspaper 
cublished in students' home towns, and the proximity to large vopulation centers 
were all involved. It seems obvious that college libraries should be aware of 
the backrround of students, georraphic as well as economic, in order to know 
which newspapers available in their reading rooms will attract the largest read- 
ing audience, Racial and relirious categories may also be influential as a 


muide for libraries. 


The parts of newspapers most popular among college students are the fol- 
lowing, in the order listed: front page news, comics, political cartoons, pic- 
ture features, sports, theatrical and screen reviews, editorials, 


Yow much college students read in direct relation to their courses has 
long been a clear-cut function of the faculty and librarians. What extra-cur- 
ricular reading they do is less clearly defined, although library browsing rooms 
and open magazines and newspaper files encourage such reading in many college 
libraries. All attempts to make the library an inviting place for the kind of 
reading students will do after they have left the college environment may pay 
even creater dividends in the lonr run than convenient arranrements for re- 


quired reading. 


STUDENTS AS READERS 


A study of seven college libraries in the North Central area re- 
vealed the following information: 


(1) 


Women students borrowed more library materials than men; 
good students borrowed more than poor students, 


(2) Ninety-one ver cent of student library use was for curricu- 
lar materials. The departments in the fields of the human- 
ities and social sciences required extensive reading. Those 

in the natural sciences and languages required little. 


College libraries with strong book collections and adequate 
library funds were used more extensively than those without. ,

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STUDENT LEISURE READING - 1951 
A REPORT AND AN ANALYSIS

Introduction 


Over the school year, information is gathered on the use of the student 
reading collection in the Reading Alcove, At the end of 1951, this information 
was evaluated and tabulated in order to estailish a record of the use made. 


The library is interested in determining student tastes in readine for 
guidance in tne development of these tastes. It is toward that end that an 
analysis of this survey has been made. The analysis is in 3 sections - Analysis 
of Circulation by Class of Books: Analysis of Circulation by Subject: and Analy-= 
sis of the Use of the Reading Alcove. 


Analysis of Circulation by Class of Books 


Graduate students are included as student readers in this study. faculty 
and non-university borrowers were tabulated as separate from student users, but 
were included in Total Books Ioaned records. 


On a percentage basis, graduates borrowed % of books from the reading 
alcove; seniors borrowed 20%; Juniors 21%; Sonhomores 21, and Freshmen 29%. 


For Freshmen, April, May and October constituted months of heaviest borrow- 
ing, with March and Uovember slightly less. March, April and November were high 
for Sonhomores with May and October slightly less. December was lowest nonth 
of borrowing for Freshmen and Sovhomores. Juniors borrowed most during April 
and November, with January and vebruary lowest. Seniors borrowed most heavily 
in damiary and April, with lowest record of borrowing in Octoher and December, 
Graduates borrowed most in April and Noverniber with January and December low:st, 
being only slightly over 1/3 of April's borrowings. 


Over the tyelve month period, a total of 2,566 books were loaned, with the 
800's (liternture) cttracting crertest reader interest (1100), with the 900's 
(history and travel) (762), and 300's (Social Sciences) (270), following in that 
order. The 00's (philology) show least reader interest. 


Student use, broken dowm into men and women users, indicates nen are the 
heavicr borrovers. Male students borrowed 1099 compared with 635 for female 
students, or 22.8% more of the total than the ‘omen borrowers. 


Statistics indicate that Freshmen borrowed 391 books or nearly 100 more 
books during the year than any other class. SophomoreSand Juniors borrowed the 
same number, 296, with Seniors trailing by onl: 15, or 281. Graduate students 
borrowed the least, with 138. 


- 13.7% of Freshmen borrowings were in the 800's. Tho 9900's accounted 
for an additional 31.4%, with the balance of the classes accounting for the re- 
maining 24.9%. Based on these figures, one could assume that Freshmen are not 
yet attracted to technical fields and are intcrested in generslly fiction or 
travel, rdventure and history. The 200's (religion) showed only three books 
borrowed and none in the 00's. / 
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- Among Sophomores, the 800's comprised 53.3% of the year's reading; 
26.6% of it was in the 900's, with all other classes accounting for only 20.1%, 
Sophomores borrowed no books in the 200's, nor in the 00's. 


- The 800's accounted for 2.2% of Junior reading, or 12% less than Fresh 
men preference for the same class, and 11.1% less than Sophomores. The 900's 
comprised 31.4% of the Junior reading. This fizure is the same as Freshmen 
reading in the 900's, and ).8% more than the Sonhomore reading for the same 
class of literature. All other classes comprised 26.4 of Junior readinz, or 
1.4% more than the Freshmen and 6.3% more than the Sophomores. The 200's ac- 
counted for 1.67% of Junior reading, but as with the two vrevious classes, the 
00's attracted no readers. 


- 2.3% of Senior reading was in the 800's; 30.6% was in the 900's, and 
remaining classes accounted for 27.1% of books borrowed. There is little dif- 
ference between Senior and Junior borrowings, being slightly over 13 in favor 
of the Juniors for 800 and 900 classes, and in favor of the Jeniors in balance 
3 classes! borrowing. Seniors, however, borrowed no books in the 2090's ard 

00's, 


- Graduate reading accounted for only 9% of the total student reading. 
Tne 3800's comprised 34.5% of craduate readings and the 900's comprised 36.2). 
The rest of the classes constitutcd 29.3% of their reading. This latter sroup 
was Slirhtly in excess of all otiicr student reading. The 300's and 600's,about 
evenly divided in musber, accounted for approximately 16% of ths total borrow 
ings. The 200's and l,900's showed no borrovines as in every case cxcept the 
Juniors, who borrowed five volumes in the 200's, 


13.3% of the faculty borrowings wore in the 800's, The 900's accounted 
for 26.4%. The other classes comprised only 23.3% of borrowings. The 200's 
showed six books borrowed, the ';CO's, only four. Faculty borrowings in the 
800's wore substantially the sac as for Freshmen, Junior and Scnior, and bor- 
rowings in ths 900's were substantially less tuan for “reshmen and Juniors but 
more than for Sopronores and Seniors, «vaculty borrowing in the 800's was nearly 
10% more then rraduate students, but there was nearly 8% less use of the 900!'s, 


than the graduate students showed, 


Faculty use of the Student .cading collection was 25.6% of all books loaned. 
Heaviest borrowing apovarcd in Jetober and Vovenber with April and July consid- 
erably less, and a big drop to other months which were reasonably ccual,. 


Non-university users accounted for only 12 books for the years 46.8% of 
their borroving was in the 390's, and 295 in the 900's, The balance or 24.2% 
comprised all other classes, of which slirshtly more than half fcll in the 300's, 
There were less than tcn volumes per class outside of 300's, 800's and 2900's. 


Analysis of Circulation by Subject 


Biozraphy 


This subject took the form of a special class display as wll as a special 
subjicet display. Combined loans from both displays totalled 2);6 volumes, or 
just over 10» of total books accounted for on the analytic tables. Jicaviest 
borrowing by students was in April, May, and December; hcaviest non-student bor- 
rowings wers the saxe months. The fact that December was a month of heavy bor- 
rovwings may bc because biography was on Subject Display also, but scparate stat- 
istics were cpt for the subject Display which also was up in November. Nearly 
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1/3 of this class was borrowed by non-student readers, Borrowings by classes 
were relatively equal, except for graduates which were less than 10% of student 


borrowers. 


Fiction, as should be expected, was not most heavily used. Only 31.1% of the 
fotal loaned were fiction. Heaviest borrowing was in October, with April, May 
and November within nine volumes of each other. Slightly over half of the books 
loaned went to non-students, and about 4/5 of these went to faculty. freshmen 
and Sophomore borrowers were high with graduates low. Of complete months re- 


corded, December was lowest. 


Travel and description (910-919) accounted for 13.1% of total books loaned. 
Heaviest borrowing was in October, with a 16% drop to the next hichest month, 
which was April. December was lowest. Slightly over 1/3 of the books loaned 
went to non-students, and 7/3 of these were to faculty. 


Recent books were the most popular books in the reading alcove. 31.7% of the eo 
total loaned were recent books, or .5% more than fiction. However, some of the i 
recent books may have been fiction, but were recorded with Recent Books only. 
No records were kept for January 1 through March 31. Heaviest borrovwinrs were 
in April, with October next. Lowest borrowings, based on records of complete 
months, in December. 


Of the Snecial Subject displays, Odd Moments was most porular. Adventure was 
second most popular. Incomplete records were kept for the America Series, 
liusic and Forest displays, so no comparative statement can be made. Juniors 
borrowed most heavily of the Pacific Northwest display and of the Odd Moments 
display. Faculty borrowed most heavily from the America Series disnlay. Fresh- 
men and Sonhomores found greatest interest in the Adventure disvlay. Special 
subject displays accounted for 13.8% of total books loaned. 


From the above statistics, it is indicated that student reading generally 
is most active in April and October, and least active in December. Recent books 


and fiction were most popular; biography was least ponular. 


Analysis of Use of the Reading Alcove, 


The hours of greatest use of the ieading Alcove are 9-10 asm. and 10-11 
asm. The hours of least use are 12=noon, 5 pem. and 9 pem., with 5 pam re- 
gistering least use. 


August and September showed least use of the Readers Alcove, with June 
next. This could be accounted for in vart by the fact that these months had 
incomplete records because sunmer session ended first week in Aucust and regu- 


lar session bezan the last week in September. 


The month of greatest use was May, which is surprising because good weath- 
er should cause a cessation of use. 


On the record, the 17th day of the month shows sreatest use of the alcove, 
and the last day of the month shows least use. The lst, lth, 16th, 17th, 18th, 
20th and 21st show 100 or more users. Thursday and Friday proved most romlar 


to student users of the alcove.

THE READING HABIT 


Hendrick Van Loon, author of many well known books, makes this state- 
ment: "The fact that less than 24 of the 130 million people in this coun- 
try are book readers is a condition that should give us great and contin- 
uous concern." "This comment," an editor points out, "even if it were 
partially true, is a reproach to the schools from which this adult popula- 
tion came. This does not mean that those people are unintelligent. It 
means that they have never acquired a sustained interest in books « « e 
Instead they have become non-readers in a democracy where intelligent 
citizenship makes it essential for people to read widely and to evaluate 


and interpret wisely what they read." 


WILLIAM BORAH BIBLIOGRAPHY
